12. Proposed Course Offerings in Electronics by the Physics 
Department 


The Chairman informed Council that it had come to his 
attention late last week that certain course proposals

level. He had raised an objection at the Friday, 25 
October meeting of Senate (Doc. EFC 74-93.5) stressing 
that University resources should be used more effectively. 


13. Proposed Course Offerings in Controls and Systems by 
the Mathematics Department 


The Chairman informed Council that certain course pro- 
posals from the Mathematics Department duplicated 
material already contained in courses offered by the 
Faculty of Engineering (Doc. EFC 74-93.6). He stressed 
to Senate that the University should avoid the squan- 
dering of resources through unnecessary duplication 

of courses. Senate agreed to defer consideration of 
these courses pending consultation between the Deans of 
Science and Engineering.
